Tokio Reports “Evidence of China’s

SALES TAX.BRIBERY 
INQUIRY IN ILLINOIS 


‘Newspaper Reports Hundreds 
of Merchants, Many State 
Employes Involved. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 6.—The Chicago 
Daily News said today a secret in- 
vestigation of the State sales tax 
office here during the last four 
months had uncovered “an amaz- 
ing record of graft and bribery in- 
volving several hundred merchants 
and many employes of the office.” 

The newspaper said its reports 
were that “graft payments and the 
amounts lost to the State through 
the conspiracies run into the mil- 
lions of dollars.” 

It said the investigation was or- 
dered by Gov. Horner and Director 
Sam L. Nudelma nof the State De- 
partment of Finance, when the lat- 
ter learned some investigators for 
the tax office were “living far be- 
yond their monthly salary.” Nudel- 
man’s home is at Belleville, 

Robert M. Stowwers, supervisor 
of the Chicago sales tax office, said 
there “may be something to the 
story all rifht, but it is a serious 
matter and I would prefer that Mr. 
Nudelman make any statement that 
is to be made about it.” 

Stowers said Nudelman was en 
route here by train from Spring- 
field. 

Records of telephone conversa- 
tions and phonographic records of 
whispered conversations were said 
by the News to be included in evi- 
dence of bribery demands and pay- 
ments. 

Superintendent J, F. Figuera of 
the State Bureau of Criminal Inves- 
tigation and Identification directed 
the investigation, the News said, 
after Nudelman informed the Gov- 
ernor of his suspicions. 

Fifteen employes already have 
have been discharged, the paper 
said. “One discovery made,” the 
News account said, “was the opera- 
tion of a ‘clearing house’ operated 
by a lawyer. The ‘cuts’ were paid 
in an office the ring maintains in 
a Loop building, the inquiry dis- 
closed,

The story explained merchants 
delinquent in tax payment paid 
“friendly” sales tax employes in re- 
turn for getting their bills reduced.

The impending vacancy gives Mr. Roosevelt a sec- 
ond opportunity in seven months to nominate a Su- 
preme Court Justice. It ig reasonable to assume that 
great care will be exercised in the selection. For it 
would be strange, indeed, if the public storm which 
followed the disclosure of Justice Black’s former Ku 
Klux Klan membership were without effect now. 
Fortunately, there is a wealth of ability and talent 
to draw on—in Washington, on the benches of the 
country, in the law school faculties, in the practicing 
bar. 

There need be little speculation as to the effect of 
Justice Sutherland’s retirement upon the line-up in 
the Supreme Court on constitutional issues involving 
the relations of Government and business. The old 
division which found the so-called conservatives (in 
truth, strict constructionists) in. control began to 
change with the appointment in 1930 of Chief Justice 
Hughes and Justice Roberts, who occasionally sided 
with Justices Brandeis, Stone and Holmes, and 
later Cardozo, to convert the dissenters into a ma- 
jority. With Justice Sutherland following Justice 
Van Devanter into retirement, only Justices MéRey- 
nolds and Butler remain of those who, for example, 
declared minimum-wage legislation for women and 
minors unconstitutional in 1923. 

The change which Justice Sutherland’s retirement 
will make, however, is less important now for the 
reason that the Supreme Court definitely is in one 
of its historic series of alternating swings, It was 
with Justices Yan Devanter and Sutherland both in 
their seats that the Wagner Labor Relations Act was 
upheld, that old-age assistance and unemployment 


itself on minimum wages. Indeed, it was none other 
than the retiring member who, on last Monday, spoke 
for the court in unanimous decisions upholding the 
right of Congress to provide grants and loans to 
communities for public utility plants which compete

The Charles Warren of the future, looking back on 
the last decade and a half, may very well find that 
Justice Sutherland's closel:' confined opinions, such 
as Adkins vs. Children’s Hospital, were much more 
than offset by those in which he ordered a new trial 
for the unfairly tried Scottsboro Negroes, killed Huey 
Long’s assault upon freedom of the press in Louisiana 
and stayed the hand of ruthless executive power in 
the truly historic Humphrey case. 

His philosophy of constitutional interpretation was 
well stated in the opinion he wrote in the famous 
Ohio zoning case, handed down soon after his ac- 
cession to the bench. Pointing out that regulations 
which would have been condemned as arbitrary and 
unreasonable at an earlier day were found proper 
and necessary in 1926, he said: 

In this there is no inconsistency, for while the 
meaning of constitutional guaranties never 
varies, the scope of their application must ex- 
pand or contract to meet the new and different 
conditions which are constantly coming within 
the field of their operation.

instead of being compelled, as at present, to treat 
such measures like other bills and accept or reject 
them as a whole. We have previously commended 
the idea of the selective veto as applied to appropria- 
tion bills and are glad to see it put up to Congress 
by the President. The system is operative in 39 
states and, by all accounts, has given general satis- 
faction. Applied nationally, it would give the Presi- 
dent an effective weapon against items written into 
money bills by the back-scratching method. Chair- 
man Taylor of the House Appropriations Committee 
says it would save the national Gévernment “a great 
many millions” every year. 

If Congress is minded to give more than lip service 
to the economy so sorely needed, it will adopt the 
self-denying ordinance proposed by the President.

Why Congressmen Are Incompetent 


Laws are enacted with view to local and state interests rather than national welfare, 
says Washington observer; voters back home put on pressure resulting in log- 
rolling and pork-barrel legislation; Congress could raise own level by concentrating 
on major, business and protecting members from being érrand boys of constituents.

N what respect is Congress incompetent? 
E would be hard to find another group of 

men who work so assiduously, but they are 
victims of a system which has gone be- 
yond their wers. Their intentions are 
good and their Fourth df July orations in- 
spiring. Where do they fall short? ‘Three 
points may be selected. 

First, although most Congressmen are 
men of much more than average ability, 
their ability represents political “availabil- 
ity” rather than governmental expertness. 
The Congressmen have outstanding social 
qualities, they remember names, they re- 
joice in human contacts. But too many 
have minds quick rather than deep; too 
many are fluent rather than profound. They 
have a superficial acquaintance with many 
problems rather than a mastery of any. 

Again, most Congressmen are personally 
honest, but politically unscrupulous. . They 
do not lie, cheat or give bribes. That is, they 
do not out of their own pockets bribe the 
voters, but they are caught up in a system 
wherein tradition and environment encour 
age them to give the most extravagant 
bribes to the voters of their districts, taking 
the money out of Uncle Sam's pocket 
which is to say, from the taxpayers. 

The greatest and most dangerous of these 
raids on the Treasury in recent years have 


been general laws such as that providing. 


for the soldiers’ bonus; but the lack of prin- 
ciple of Congressmen is most easily meas- 
ured in the typical pork-barrel bills which 
distribute money by districts—for example, 
for private pensions or public buildings. 
Congress almost annually passes bills to 


_grant pensions by name to persons who 


cannot qualify under general laws. They 
railroad these bills through because they 
know that few pensioners will fail to vote 


for and work for their re-election. 
. * * 


A third deficiency of Congress is that the 
task of our Congressmen, as they now con- 
ceive it, is beyond all mortal powers. A 
Justice of the Supreme Court noted years 
ago that the Supreme Court had kept the 
respect of the American people because it 
had known how to restrict its jurisdiction 
from time to time and had thus kept its task 
within the limits of human capacity: but 


that Congress had not known how to limit 


its tasks, and as it could not perform cred- 
itably the tasks it was attempting, naturally 
the people were losing respect for it. 

A large part of a Congregsman’s time is 
spent on petty favors for constituents: job- 
hunting, pressure upon Government depart- 
ments, pushing of claims and local legisia- 
tion of many sorts. Rarely is there evidence 
of any attempt to weigh the national bene- 
fits of a measure against its national cost. 

The job of the Congressman having be- 
come, as the field of activity of the Federal 
Government widens in economic scope, more 
and more that of Washington agent for his 
constituents and lobbyist for local benefits, 
naturally men of the first caliber, men who 
would sacrifice much to solve national prob- 
lems, refuse to consider seats in. Congress. 

The people vote for peanut politicians and 


then deplore the decline in the capacity of 


Congress to deal in a big way with na- 
tional problems. The or elect lobbyists 
rather than statesmen, and then criticise 


“ 


Congress, when log-rolling is the only sure 
way for lobbying Congressmen to please 
their constituents. 

The controlling arc of this vicious circle 
is the voter’s relative indifferegee to public 
issues and to the Congressman record on 
public issues. The voters ( not the 
majority of them, but enough to turn the 
scales practically everywhere) demand from 
the Congresmagi, first of all, personal favors, 
local projects and preferential legislation. 

The voter has even less of a national view- 
point than does his Representative; the 
voter, even More regularly than the Con- 
gressman, weighs all measures by what he 
and his friends get out of them. 

Congressmen lack national responsibility, 


hence they do not assume responsibility for 


the conduct of the Government. Hence, 

their reckless extravagance. Even those 

most critical of the unbalanced budget gen- 

erally vote for. any expenditure in which 

their district is interested, as that 

means votes for them in the next election.

What can be done? There is no easy 30 
lution. Congress could do much to raise 
its own level if it would follow the exam- 
ple of the Supreme Court and divest itself of 
the immense volume of petty business which 
now takes its attention, and if it would pro- 
tect its members from being errand boys 
of their constituents. 

And even in regard to national problems 
Congress must learn to define more care- 
fully the limits of its own capacity. Con- 
gress has long since learned that it cannot, 
as it once did, define by statute the exact 
salary of every officer of the State Depart- 
ment; it long since accepted its inability to

It operates for 
profit, and without the hope of 
profit, it will not operate. That is 
the realistic law of its nature. 

We can do what the Germans 
and Italians have done: force it to 
operate, under dictatorial coercion, 
which is Fascism; or we can do 
what the Russians have done: con- 
fiscate it, and operate it as an all- 
embracing Government trust. 

But, incidentally, the Russians, 
the Germans and the Italians all 
abandoned the purchasing power 
theory, and particularly the Rus- 
sians have demanded enormous 
sacrifices from both consumers and 
labor for the sake of increasing 
the real wealth of the country in 
durable goods, 

There is some reason why this ob- 
server, and many others who try 
to follow the world as well as do- 
mestic events, must record that in 
Great Britain, Canada and the 
Scandinavian countries—all of 
which were subjected to the same 
and even greater price advances 
in metals and related industrial 
commodities—heavy industry, all 
building and durable activity and 
employment have been greater 
and far more prosperous than in 
the United States. 
heir levels of business and 
profits have been held up and are 
only now receding, due, actording 
to their experts, to the fact that at 
their more advanced stages they 
have become dependent on Ameri- 
can recovery. 

The President analyzed the oppo-

“Hitler was placed in power by 
the German nation, in a free elec- 
tion under democratic conditions,” 
the speaker declared.

“Anthony Eden, s for 
England, has said that he is con- 
cerned with the foreign policies of 
other nations, not their internal 
policies. As long as the questions 
of education, labor, freedom and 
dictatorship are and remain in- 
ternal questions, with which demo- 
cracies are not concerned, Hitler is 
not going to be overthrown. 

“I do not believe there is any 
organized opposition to Hitler in 
Germany today. The so-called un- 
derground movement is not organ- 
ized. Its leaders are in prison. 
However, Hitler is creating serious 
and enormous opposition within the 
churches, Catholic and Protestant, 
and both groups have courageous 
leaders. 

“I do not believe there is an or- 
ganized labor opposition at present. 
The food situation is serious, and 
may create a new force of opposi- 
tion; but we must not forget that 
the German nation knows how to 
suffer, and that many Germans are 
willing to suffer for their ideals. 

I believe an enormous demo- 
cratic and liberal reaction to Fasc- 
ism is coming, but I do not know 
when. President Roosevelt, in his 
message, has just expressed the 
faith that democracy will ultimately 
prevail. In that faith lies the fu- 
ture peace of mankind. Without 
democracy there is no future for 
Jewry*in the world. For us, faith 
in democracy is also faith in Juda- 
ism.” 

War Would End Dictatorships. 

Besides the rising opposition on 
religious grounds, and the possi- 
bility of trouble over food condi- 
tions, Rabbi Prinz, in answering 
questions from the-audience, told of 
another possible future cause of 
Hitler’s downfall, A Huropean war, 
he said, would sweep away dic- 
tatorships. 

“Civil or international war?” he 
was asked. 

“There will be no civil war un- 
der a dictatorship;’ was the reply. 
“But any European war will be- 
come a civil war in the nations af- 
fected. The direction of the guns 
will be changed.” 

Rabbi Prinz, who was arrested 
and imprisoned briefly seven times 
before his departure from Ger 
many, made no complaint of per- 
sonal hardship, 

“Moabit Prison, where I was tak- 
en several times, is the freest place 
in Berlin,” he said, “Usually I was 
just locked up and released, both 
without explanation. Once, I un- 
derstood, the arrest was because I 
had said publicly that Jesus Christ 
was a Jew. Christian ministers 
who have made similar statements 
went to prison too, and Dr. Martin 
Niemoeller and some others have 
been there several months. No one 
seems to know what will be done 
with Dr. Niemoeller, as the govern- 
ment is unwilling either to bring 
him to trial or to free him.

The speaker earlier had urged on 
his hearers a realization of the fa- 
vorable conditions enjoyed by the 
Jewish people in the United States.

“It is not up to Jewry to 
deal with the question of Christian- 
ity’s great crisis in Germany. That 
is up to Christianity.

These are the questions the Clinic 
for Gifted Children at New York 
University, under the direction of 
Harvey W. Zorbaugh, professor of 
education, is attempting to answer. 


“The men and women who shape 
our thoughts, who conquer the rav- 
ages of dread diseases, who discover 
new aids to better living, who cre- 
ate time and labor saving devices, 
are woven inextricably into the eco- 
nomic and social advancement of a 
nation. More important than the 
progress made in our development 
of electric power, coal, oil, fisheries 
and livestock is our direction of 
their talents to the utmost to train 
and develop the more gifted ele- 
ments of our human stock. 

At the present time, great sums 
of money are spent on institutions 
and care of the feeble-minded, but 
there is no national movement to 
guard and further the development 
of those children who show greater 
than average talent in any field,” 
is Prof. Zorbaugh’s opinion. 

To evaluate and study, and keep 
careful notes on the development 
of natural talents of d chil- 
dren, New York University, under 
the direction of Harvey Warren 
Zorbaugh, professor of education, 
started the Clinic for the Social Ad- 
justment of the Gifted seven years 
ago. About 200 children in the high 
I. Q. group are being studied at the 
present tme. 

At i designed to build up a basis 
of comparison, careful records, and 
year-by-year data on unusual chil- 
dren. Whether or not any of the 
thinkers and creators of the future 


will come forth from this small 


group remains to be seen, but the 

data already gathered are most in- 

teresting,” says Prof, Zorbaugh. 
“All the children being studied 


have an intelligence quotient of 130 
or higher, rated by Stanford-Binet 
tests. They are on the whole nor- 


before he is referred to the clinic, 
these are given, and only those with 
an I. Q. of 180 or more are elected 
for study. 

“A psychiatrist, psychologist, pe- 
diatrician, educator and social 
worker then study the child, and 
an attempt is made to mobilize the 
resources of the community to meet 
the child’s needs. This may mean 
directing the child to specialized 
schools for music, art, creative writ- 
ing and other individual work. The 
child does not attend the clinic 
every day, but comes in for periodic 
study as often as consideréd neces- 
sary. Quite frequently the home is 
made a basis of study, to correct 
the child’s physical, mental and so- 
cial adjustment.” 

Prof. Zorbaugh does not believe 
implicitly in the infallibility of the 
tests for talents as such. Histimat- 
ing the possible talent of a child is 
very new, and educators themselves 
must feel their way along before 
they can determine exactly where 
a child’s interests and creative abil- 
ity lie. However, Prof. Zorbaugh 
is convinced that specialists in the 
fields of music and art and me- 
chanics have built up, over a pe- 
riod of years, a knowledge that cer- 
tain activities of the individual child 
imply ability along certain lines, 
and this knowledge is valuable in 
discovering the aptitudes of other 
children. 

“The present courses in the 
schools do not permit extensive de- 
velopment of unusual ability,” says 
Prof. Zorbaugh.. In New York City, 
at Public School 500, the Board of 
Education is experimenting with 
new methods for educating gifted 
children, There, for a period of 
five years, about 50 highly gifted 
children will be given the special 


educational opportunity all gifted 
children need, while new methods 
for teaching them are worked out— 
methods which Dr. Leta S. Holling-
